After  all  those  years  my  heart  still  beats  a little  faster  as 
I remember  the  graduating  class  just  ahead  of  us  with  our 
own  classmates  serving  as  marshals.  Selected  on  the  basis  of

Another  honor,  “Miss  High  Miss,”  which  is  based  on  char- 
acter, scholarship  and  beautv  was  presented  to  Beckie  Hin- 
son. She  was  elected  bv  the  senior  class. 

Accepted  into  the  Kev  Club  were  Larry  Sloan,  Tommy 
Moore.  Eugene  Massey,  Kenneth  Clayton,  Sandv  Woodard  and 
Keith  Baker.  As  time  passed  new  members  were  accented  into 
other  honor  clubs  with  our  classmates  receiving  much  glorv. 

Sports  were  a major  nart  of  those  high  school  days.  The 
most  outstanding  trophy,  the  “Lug  Leazer  Award”  was  re 
ceived  bv  Keith  Baker  and  Conrad  Sloop  was  given  the 
Bond’s  Trophy. 

How  well  I remember  at  that  time  the  excitement 
of  the  future  stadium.  We  worked  so  hard  having  cake  sales, 
talent  shows,  and  personal  contributions  with  the  wonderful 
dream  of  the  stadium  in  the  back  of  our  minds.  The  senior 
class  gift  of  approximated  five  hundred  dollars  was  also 
presented  to  that  all  important  cause. 

How  packed  that  year  was  with  Senior  Day,  Senior-Junior 
prom,  the  class  play,  class  night,  and  of  course,  all  the 
rehearsing  in  preparation  for  the  big  day,  graduation.  En- 
thusiasm and  a pang  of  sentiment  gave  us  a mixed-up  feeling 
a£  we  approached  the  threshold  to  a future  of  our  own.
